In this first service of our spring 
revival, I desire to speak upon the 
“Adequacy of Christ,” as suggested 
by a sentence in Paul’s letter to 
the church at Rome. Paul’s letters 
and sermons were always Christ- 
centered. This sentence found in 
eleventh verse of the tenth 
chapter of Romans, discloses the 
central note of all evangelical 
preaching: “For the Scripture 
saith, Whosoever believeth on Him 
Shall not be put to shame.” The 
‘careful Bible reader will observe 
that I have quoted from the Amer- 
|lcan Standard Version in this text 
'which-brings out the truth more 
|clearly. Whatever Paul’s theme, he 
ralways linked it up with Christ. To 
'the Corinthians (I Cor. 2:2) he 
|'wrote: “I determined to know 
‘nothing among you Save Jesus 
|Christ and Him crucified.” To the 
'Galatians (Gal. 6:14) he said: 
'“God forbid that I should glory 
'save in the cross of the Lord Jesus 
'Christ.” And again to the Corinth- 
ians (II Cor. 4:5) he said of him- 
self: “We preach not ourselves, 
but Christ Jesus the Lord: and 
ourselves your servants for Jesus’ 
sake.” 

Paul realized and unhesitatingly 
affirmed that there is only one 
adequate hope and help for hu- 
manity, and that such hope and

help are to be found in Christ and 
in Him alone. Surely, it is of infi- 
nite moment that we follow his ex- 
ample in this great matter of giv- 
ing our witness for Christ. He al- 
ways pointed people to Christ as 
the one and only adequate hope 
and help for them, for the present 
and for the unfolding and never- 
ending future. 

Just before Paul’s declaration in 
our text, he laid bare his heart. He 
said: “I say the truth in Christ, I 
lie not, my conscience bearing wit- 
ness in the Holy Ghost, that I have 
great heaviness and continual sor- 
row in my heart. For I could wish

Christ for my brethren, my kins- 
men according to the flesh. My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God 
for Israel is that they might be 
saved.” First of all, and most of 
all, and before all else and through 
and after all else, Paul pointed the

These nurse 
bees force the fluid in and out 
through their bodies in a thorough 
mixing process until a thin honey 
is formed which contains consider- 
able water. This thin honey is

ing, when we know that it takes 
about 37,000 loads of nectar to 
make one pound of honey and 
that the workers from one hive

Yes, these are Miracles of 
Science, but may I bring to you 
again some thoughts about that 
other Miracle——the product of the 
wisdom of the divine Author 
known as the Word of God? 

The Apostle Paul was a great 
scholar and one of the keenest 
intellectuals who ever walked the 


world’s stage. He wrote long ago 


to some friends in Thessalonica, 
and we read in his first letter to 
the Thessalonians, chapter 2, verse 
13 (American Standard): 

“We also thank God without 
ceasing that when ye received 
from us the Word of God, ye ac- 
cepted it not as the word of man. 
but, as it is in truth, the Word 
of God.” 

The conditions under which the 
Book was written convince the 
reader of its divine inspiration: It 
was produced by men ranking 
from peasants to kings; yet one

With hundreds of conflicting 
pagan cults and heathen practices 


surrounding the divine penmen as | 


they wrote the 66 books, during 
the fifteen centuries covered by 
its writing, its divinity is unde- 
filed. One voice speaks from all 
the records of Holy Scripture. 
Where did the writers of the 
Bible get such conceptions of the 
one God while the _ foremost 
nations were worshipping idols, 
while Egypt bowed to the croco- 


dile, and Athens’ gave 60,000 
women to the terrible rites of 
Venus, while Rome was adoring 


the bloody God of war, while even 
the Parsi got no higher than to 
turn his face eastward and adore 
the sun? Who guarded the Scrip- 
tures from the pagan influences 
and fanciful philosophies of that 
day? 

Few things are more arresting 

than the marvelous way in which 
certain brief statements in this 
Book have won the hearts of all 
kinds and conditions of men.

It seems 
that Corporal (now top sergeant) 
Carl J. Swearengin had _ also 
noticed her when he was one of 
our occupation soldiers in Japan 
after the great war. At that time, 
she was Sachiko Suzuki. The two 
fell in love and were married and 
she, of course, returned with him 
when he came back to the States. 


She Spoke No English 

He was not a Christian, but his 
folks were and encouraged the 
young couple to attend the Moore 
Avenue’ _—i Baptist Church. To 
Sachiko the Gospel was something 
very new and very strange.

Hebrews was a simple anatomical 
system. It seemed natural to base 
earliest measurements upon the 
parts of the body, and it is gener- 
ally supposed that the “cubit”’ was 
the length of a man’s forearm 
from the inside of the elbow to the 
tip of the longest finger.

Many times. we have witnessed 
the attempt of ignorance to as- 
sail the Word of God, and it is 
always easily frustrated. The pur- 
pose of this treatise, however, is 
to deal seriously with objections 
to the story of the ark as they 
have been given to us so often by 
students and others, and to try 
to clear up several points. 


The Size of the Ark; It Was 
Big Enough 

The first consideration in our 
study here is the question of the 
capacity of the ark. The exact 
size of this famous vessel will 
probably never be known. Scholar- 
ship, knowledge, and the science 
of archeology have all contributed 
their quota of information, but we 
still do not know very much about 
the exact capacity of this marvel- 
ous craft. The text simply says: 
“And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length 
of the ark shall be three hundred 
cubits, the breadth of it fifty 
cubits, and the height of it thirty 
cubits.” At first sight that seems 
enough and sufficiently specific 


but now we face the question. 
“How long, or how much, is a 
cubit?” 

Up to*the present, this is a 


question that no scholar has been 
‘ble to answer, although there are 
a number of opinions.

That these dimensions and this 
size are not out of reason. we see 
from two separate lines of evi- 


| dence. First, the ancient legendary 


. 


Stories of the ark make it much 
larger than this. It is inevitable 
that archeology should uncover 


traditional accounts of the deluge 
and the ark from the monuments 


and tablets of lost civilizations, 
for these ancient. civilizations 
were founded, of course, by de- 


scendants of Noah. When * people 
have-a common origin, it is always 
shown in their common traditions, 
and as Noah and his sons were 
the only men saved alive from or 
through the flood, they must have 
peopled the entire earth with their 
progeny. ' 

Indeed, there could have been no 
other way. That these common 
legends all point to a common 
origin, none can gainsay. Some 
of them are weird and distorted 
by tradition, but they all testify 
to two truths: there was a deluge 
and there was an ark. 


The many Babylonian accounts 
of the ark differ in detail. One 
account, found on ancient clay 
tablets, described the ark as Six 
stories high, with a mast on top. 
It had a rudder to steer with, and 
the whole was crowned by a super- 
structure, or dwelling. In addition 
to the presence of the builder and 
his wife, there was also a pilot 
who sailed with them. The struc- 
ture was perfectly cubical, being 
140 cubits each way. It was con- 
structed in six stories, each having 
nine compartments. The clay tab- 
lets containing this account of the 
ark were dug up by George Smith 
in 1870, and were dated from the

potatoes are tomatoes! As long as 
the dahlia produces new varieties 
of dahlia and not something else, 
we are dealing with mutation. 
When the dahlia, by an infinite 
number of changes, produces some- 
thing which is not a dahlia, we 
will then have a case of transmu- 
tation. So far as the records of 
science go, this process of trans- 
mutation has never occurred. 
Now then, if Noah took into 
his ark a pair of a pure strain of 
every available creature, the 
varieties would have arisen by the 
process of mutation. A_ typical 
case in point may be the bee. 
There are many, many different 
varieties of bees. But Noah would 
have to take only a fertile queen 
into the ark, for her progeny 
could in turn give rise to all the 
other varieties. This statement has 
been objected to on the ground 
that the queen bee does not care 
for or raise her own brood, but 
this work is done by the “workers” 
of the hive. This is unquestionably 


the present condition; but how 
did the first pair of bees raise 
their young? 


If we admit that the bees were 
created like all other creatures, 
there was a male and a queen, 
and from them came all the bees. 
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If you insist that the bees evolved 
out of some other lower insect, 
then the problem remains the 
same; there was a first true bee, 
and it had to perpetuate its kind. 
There is a species of ant known 
as the Atta, of whom Beebe has 
written so engagingly in his book, 
The Edge of the Jungle. These 
ants have a queen, who lays the 
eges from which the workers 
hatch and rear the young. But 
when starting a new colony, the 
queen begins all by herself, laying 


the eggs and rearing the young 
unaided, until she has enough 
workers reared to take over the 


task, after which she degenerates 
to a mere egg-laying machine. It 
is evident that the first bees must 
have had some such method of 
procedure as this. 

Another case may be the dogs. 
If Noah took the original strain 
into the ark, a male and a female, 
they would give rise to the other 
varieties of dogs. From one pair 
of canines, the process of muta- 
tion would soon produce all the 
many different breeds of dog so 
familiar now, and it is not too 
much to say that the present 
varieties of man and each other 
kind of living creatures could have 
arisen, and undoubtedly did arise, 
from an original pair of each kind. 
So in the case of Noah, he need 
not crowd his ark with a pair of 
every known variety, but just take 
two of the pure strain of each 
species. 

True species are few. Varieties 
are many. But even of the true 
species there are some _ which 
would not have had to enter the 
ark. We can see no reason why 
the ducks could not survive out 
in the rain, unless certain geologi- 
cal cataclysms that probably at- 
tended the deluge would make it 
impossible. Certainly the~- rain 
would not drive them in. The al- 
ligators and crocodiles can live in 
salt water or fresh, or they prefera 
mixture of both. They prefer their 
diet well ripened, so they would 
fare well outside the ark. The 
fish would be safe outside, and the 
barnacles could find a home on 
the bottom of the ark! In other 
words, a little analysis of the text 
shows that Ignorance loses its 
battle against Revelation here, for 
as always, Reason is the champion 
of the latter. 

If half of the ark had been 
filled with food, and fourteen in- 
dividuals of every true species now 
inhabiting that part of the world 
were stored in the other half of 
the ark, there would have been 
an average of 175 cubic feet of 
space for every individual! This 
would have been more than ample, 
as a 200 pound man requires only 
15 cubic feet. 

Who can say how many true 
species there were? The only com- 
prehensive natural history survey 
of the land in which Noah lived 
was made by Dr. Howard Osgood. 
He found that there were just 575 
varieties of mammals and birds 
between the size of a mouse and 
the size of a sheep, and 290 varie- 
ties between the size of a sheep 
and the size of a camel. There 
are no animals larger than the 
camel extant in the land today. 

(One can see that by this esti- 
mate that two animals of a kind 
from all over the world could 
have been accommodated in the 
ark. Editor.) 

Food they had in plenty. It is 
evident that they would have no 
meat diet, as in Genesis the diet 
of all is given as the same: a 
vegetarian fare exclusively. See 
Genesis 1:29, 

“And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the 
earth, and every tree, m_ the 
which is the fruit of a tree yield- 
ing seed; to you it shall be for 
meat. And to every beast of the 
earth, and to every fowl of the 
air, and to every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth, wherein there 
is life, I have given every green 
herb for meat: and it was so.” 

After the flood this law was 
changed’ and flesh was eaten, but 
up to the time of the flood this 
law was not violated, as far as 
we can find out. In another publi- 
cation (See “The Canopied Earth,” 
by Kellogg), we have seen that 
there was a physical and scienti- 
fic reason for the change to meat, 


but Noah’s problem in provisioning 


the ark was a simple one. That 
he had plenty of food we can 
readily see when we remember 
that he had had a hundred and 
twenty years in which to make 
hay! 


The Ventilation of the Ark 


A very wise and learned lady 
once said to us, “Tell your readers 
how the ark was ventilated! I have 
always worried about that! There 
were all those animals and men, 
and only one little window way 
up in the roof. How did they 
breathe?” Skepticism has often 
used this apparent weakness in 
the sturcture of the ark as an 
opportunity to point the finger of 
derision and raise the cry of im- 
probability whenever the ark was 
mentioned. In a recent debate with 
Dr. Cantrell on the “Scientific 
Infallibility of Genesis,” he ignor- 
antly stated, “The ark was her- 
metically sealed!” The Scriptures 
does not so_ state. Note the 
language of the text, and you will 
see two lines of thought worthy 
of deep analysis. Of course, the 
exact method of ventilation is not 
given in detail. This is a record 
of tremendous events and, as such, 
does not deal with small details. 
Histories of great battles do not 
bother themselves with the fit of 
the soldiers’ clothes, whether their 
shoes fastened with laces or but- 
tons, and such variety of minor 
details. Only the main facts are 
given, as in this present account. 


We have the dimensions of the 
ark, and the shape. A word about 
these later on. Let us now look 
at the simple details of the actual 
construction. It contains this direc- 


tion: “A window shalt thou make 
to the ark, and in a cubit Shalt 
thou finish it above. . .” (Or, “Up 
to a cubit shalt thou finish it.”) 
Finish what? 
The window of the ark? 


If the window is to be finished 
up to a cubit, that probably means 
it ran the length of the ark to 
within a cubit of the end. That 
would be quite some ventilation! 
But if the words “finish it” refer 
to the ark itself, we have some- 
what the same result. If the walls 
of the ark are finished “up to a 
cubit,” that will leave an open 
ventilator all the way around the 
ark, twenty-two and a half inches 
wide! In either case, we have an 
open ventilator providing 2,460 
square feet of air space, which 
is certainly ample. The overhang- 


rain out. THere is no wind men- 
tioned until the rain stopped, so 
no rain would drive in. That would 
be more than sufficient for com- 
fort, and plenty for sanitation. Do 
not think that the modern sani- 
tary engineer could add to the 
structure of the ark, for while 
the builder was Noah, the Archi- 
tect and Designer was God.

Proportions of the Ark

was exactly six times as long as 
it was wide. Upon these identical 
proportions do we build our 


the Pacific Fleet, the matchless 
pride of the American Navy was 
the U. S. S. Mexico. Many, many 
times we have been on her decks, 
in her wardroom and gun turrets, 
and she was then the peer of any- 
thing afloat. She was built upon 
the scientific dimensions of Noah’s 
ark! 

Look up to the floating palaces 
that swim the waters today, and 
see how nearly they conform to 
this pattern. Six times as long 
as they are wide. 

The ancients did not follow this 
plan. Their rule seemed to be their 
fancy! The ancient Phoenicians 
were the parents of navigation and 
shipcraft, and according to scanty 
records, they built a boat about 
twice as long as its width. 

When Rome entered the First 
Punic Wars, she had a fleet of 
three hundred and thirty vessels 

—biremes, triremes, and quad- 
riremes. These were built after 
a plan which varied from a length 
of a hundred and ten feet with a 
width of eleven feet, to a maxi- 
mum of one hundred thirty feet 
long by twelve feet wide, or a 
general plan of ten times the 
width for the length. None of the 
ancients seem to have constructed 
(on the proportions of the ark.

The Cleansing Hands 


He sees himself and the other 
disciples with Christ descending 
the mountain. They have been im- 
pressed, by the things Christ has 
said and so there is but very little 
talking going on. Suddenly they 
notice a leper who approaches 
them instead of running away im- 
mediately and rattling his rattle 
and yelling, “Impure, impure!” 
They step back. They are afraid 
of this awful malady. The women 
among them draw their skirts to- 
gether just as they do now when 
they pass a notorious sinner. The 
men whisper behind their hands 
loud enough to be understood by 
the leper, remarks about “that 
guy!" The disciples of Christ are 
like the- pious church members of 
all ages, ““How good that I am not 
as he is.’’ No pity, no longing to 
help, not one outstretched hand to 
raise the fellow who has fallen 
as the feet of Christ. 


However, this leper has gone 
through the very same anguish as 
some of you sinners have. One 
day he had noticed a spot on his 
right arm. Perhaps he had put a 
piece of beef on it as a possible 
remedy. But instead of. getting 
better, it got worse; just as you 
have tried everything to get rid 
of that special sin in your life. 
You have tried to do your best; 
you went to church; you fought it, 
but instead of combating the sin, 
it had the victory over you. Yes, 
it even got worse. This leper very 
likely had covered up the spot. 
He knew that if discerned he had 
to go to the priest,.would get a 
rattle and would have to leave his 
wife and children to be an outcast 
for the rest of his life. 

Just so you have tried to cover 
up your sin. Perhaps you have 
succeeded for a long time, but 
God's Word says, “your sins will 
f_nd you out.” And they sure will! 
Sim is like leprosy that eats away 
the flesh. You hide it under your 
sleeves and it comes into the open 
on your forehead. You cover it up 
with your trousers and it breakes 
out on your hands. You connot 
hide“it; it will become manifest 
and then people will start pointing 
at you just as the religious folks 
had done at this leper. And 
finally he had to show §him- 
self to the priest and had become 
a casteway, roaming through the 
wilderness of life, wandering the 
steep mountains of his desert, a- 
lone and lonely. Often the soli- 
tude had pressed upon him so that 
he had started to make noise just 
to hear his own voice. Sin brings 
solitude. 

How often haven’t I spent late 
evenings and nights in our univer- 
sity student club, then coming 
home late, closing the door behind 
my back, I have felt that great 
loneliness of a fellow who has a 
lot of people to run around with, 
but no real friends, friends to 
share all the problems of life with. 
Lonely in the crowd! 


There the leper lies at the feet 
of Jesus with all his anguish, pain, 
sorrow, and loneliness asking for 
strength, and the hands of Christ 
touch his worn body. The disciples 
leap backward. They yell, “Lord, 
be careful or you will get it, too!”’ 
But the cleansing power of the 
pure Saviour flows through the 
hands and the white sores disap- 
pear suddenly from the arms, face, 
legs and body of this man. He is 
healed and, leaping for joy, he 
goes to the priest, who only could 
condemn him, to show that Christ 
is more than an earthly priest. 

Have these hands touched your 
sin-sick body, soul and spirit? 
Have you experienced the cleans- 
ing power of these pure hands? 


The Life-giving Hands 
“Behold. my hands!” ‘Thomas 
looks at them and he sees the 
hands being used in another in- 
stance. A group of people have 
just reached the gates of the tiny 
town, when they have to stand 


aside in order to allow the burial 


procession to pass. Filled with 
pity, they look at the poor woman 
who has lost all she has. Hot 
tears run down her cheek and she 
doesn’t even see the young man 
who didn't step aside. In the eyes 
of the people shines pity, but in 
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the eyes of Christ burns compas- 
sion. The men can’t pass. Life and 
death meet! Often before they 
had met and life had to step a- 
side for the victory march of 
death. Every one of us have to 
meet one special appointment: 
“For it is appointed unto men once 
to die. . .” We try to dodge it, we 
don’t want to keep it, but one 
day death will meet us all. One 
day he will stand in the midst 
of our life-path and there won't 
be space to step aside to let him 
pass. 


But here it is the other way 
around: Life stands in the way. 
Life stops the course of the bier. 
Life touches death and the young 
man, feeling the life-giving hands, 
sits up. Oh, these wonderful hands 
of Christ! They stop us on our 
skid row to Hell, they break the 
bands of Satan and sin and we, 
who are dead in tresspasses and 
Sins, sit up and know that we 
have eternal life. 

There are always people who 
Say: “You can’t know you are on 
your way to Heaven.’ But when- 
ever you have felt the life-giving 
hands of Christ, I assure you, you 
know something has happened; 
you know you live for the first 
time in your life. Or did you think 
that widow’s son answered one 
who asked him whether he knew 
he was alive: “I don’t know,” or 
“I hope so,” or “I think so.” No, 
he sat up and he knew for sure, 
just as the surrounding people 
knew it too. Don’t think this 
Christian life business is a secret 
thing. Whenever Christ is living 
in our hearts, it will be shown in 
our life. Not only do His hands 
take away our sins and reconcile 
us to God, but they also give that 
wonderful new life to enable us 
to live for God. 


The Multiplying Hands

“Behold my hands!” Again the 
vision changes. Thomas sees a 
mountainous area and thousands 
of people crowding around Christ. 
He also sees Philip standing be- 
hind the Master urging Him to let 
the people go; again the words in 
his ears, “Give ye them to eat!” 
These words have still the same 
force today. In our age the people 
are hungry, seeking for something 
to eat. We [Europeans who have 
experienced the disastrous faith 
and forms destroying war have 
lost all we thought would enable 
us to stand in troublous times. 
Often people wonder why Europe 
is so weak and falls so easily for 
socialism and communism. Is it 
not because of Proverbs 27:7, ‘““The 
full soyl loatheth a honeycomb, 
but to the hungry soul every bitter 
thing is sweet.” 


Just two weeks ago I finished 
a tent campaign in Assen, in the 
North of Holland. On the last 
day just across from the house 
where I was staying a nineteen- 
year-old girl gassed herself, and 
that very day an elderly woman 
not far from there did the same. 
This thing is going on all over 
all the time because people are 
sick of this life and don’t have 
anyone to turn to for real help. 


Often, when speaking about 
Christ, I have heard people cry 
out, “I don’t believe it!’’ It is not 
the cry of a Hell-deserving sinner 
but the prayer often of a seeking 
soul looking for solace. And God 
speaks to us, “Give ye them to 
eat!” 

What have you ever done for 
these hungry hearts? Have you 
ever spoken a word? Given a 
tract? Too many Christians have 
never spoken a word for Christ. 
Whenevexr-they sit in a restaurant 
and they must say grace, their 
knees tremble so hard that the 
waiter looks out of the window 
thinking a Sherman tank is pass- 
ing. You say, as did Philip, “We 
have nothing.” 

And that is the terrible thing. 
We claim to be rich, and we are 
so in spiritual blessings from God; 
but when the Lord asks us of our 
riches to bless others, they dis- 
annear as a soap bubble in the air.

Parents Are Responsibile to 
Win Unsaved Children 

Who else is to care? Parents are 
to care. They cannot abdicate nor 
delegate their responsibilities. I do 
not see how any man can keep 
from having a shadow across his 
heart, darker and heavier than my 
words can say, when his family is 
going to ruin spiritually. One won- 
ders how a father or mother can 
go on, with a child or children out 
of Christ. How can parents be 
worldly and careless while their 
children are on the downward 
way? They may be in their graves 
before three days are past. How 
can parents be careless? ~ 


Every time the Lord lays a little 
babe on the hearts of young par- 
ents, there goes with the child a 
commission: ““Take this child and 
rear it for Me.” That commission 
is from God, and if parents put 
other things first, and evil over- 
takes the child, one day with 
broken heart the father shall stand 
in the gate as did David of old and 
wail out the piercing, poignant 
cry: “Oh my son, Absalom, my son, 
my son, Absalom!
